That the California Midwinter Fair 


will attract tens of thousands of visitors 
from the East there is no doubt. That 
those visitors will expect to see 
every Pacific Coast State and Territory 
represented at the Fair may also be 
assumed. That the exhibits which each 
State and Territory have at the Fair 
will be taken by visitors as a good 
average of the agricultural, mineral 
and manufacturing products of the 
State or Territory is indisputable. It 
therefore stands Nevada in hand to 
make the best display that circum- 
stances will permit The impression 
prevails in the East, even among per- 
Bonn whose general knowledge of the 
country ought to lead them to think 
otherwise, that the mines of Nevada are 
worked out, that the State is not 
adapted to agriculture, that it has no 
undeveloped resources, that it is re 
pellaut rather than attractive; in short 
that it id a better State to move out of 
than it is to move into. Every real 
estate agent, colonizer, and, in fact, resi- 
dent of other new States avail them 
selves of every opportunity to impress 
this idea on Eastern people, and as Ne- 
vada has never sent colonizing agents 
East or attempted to advertise the ad- 
vantages of the State or contradict 
those false reports they are accepted as 
facts by homeseekeru and investors. 


The Midwinter Fair will afford op- 


portunities to show Nevada in its true 
light to Eastern visitors. It produces 
cereals, fruits and vegetables that can 
not be excelled in quality, and it has 
large tracts of land, yet uncultivated 
on which such grains and vegetables 
can be produced. 
These lands are 


cheaper than similarly situated lands 
in other States, yet they are not sought 
for by homeseekers because of the 
erroneous idea prevalent regarding 
them. 
There are yet in Nevada un- 


developed gold, silver, copper, nickel 
antimony, lead and other mines, as 
well as vast deposits of various miner- 
als such as sulphur, ealt and borax 
The State was awarded premiums at 
the World's Fair for flour, butter, 
honey and numerous other products. 
This has led many to make inquiries 
regarding it, and if further evidence of 
its productiveness is furnished at the 
Midwiater Fair thorfe who are now in- 
quiring about our resources may come 
here and see for themselves. 


Nevada should spend at least $20,000 


for a building and exhibit at San Fran- 
cisco, and those whom its mines made 
millionaires should be public spirited 
enough to furnish a greater part of the 
money, and those who bought large 
tracts of land at bedrock prices should 
supply the balance. As they will not 
do it then the only way of obtaining 
friends is for the bona-flde residents of 
the State to advance the money with 
the explicit understanding that the 
Legislature will appropriate a sufficient 
amount from the public treasury to re- 
imburse them. In this way the non- 
resident millionaire i will be compelled 
to pay by taxation on the property 
which they own in Nevada a portion of 
the expense of advert ising the resources 
of the State. At any rate we should 
endeavor to make a good exhibit. Let 
it be known abroad that Nevada has 
great undeveloped resources. 
Then 


when the remonetization of silver ends 
the financial stringency and the pro- 
ducts of the soil command fair prices 
the tide of immigration will turn in 
this direction, sagebrush will be sup- 
planted by wheat and alfalfa, the 
mountains will be pierced by shafts 
and tunnels, and the State will be 
dotted with the homes of prosperous 
people.

rency. They argue that getting more 


;old in the Treasury in exchange for 
Government promises to pay is the 
panacea for all flnanpial ilia to which 
he world is heir. They endeavor to 
make the people believe that running 
in debt lor means to defray the ex- 
penditures of the Government lathe 
sroper thing to do when there is 
Bullion enough in the Treasury to coin 
$150,000,000 on which the Government 
would have to pay no interest and 
which the people would accept as 
readily as they do gold or paper in 
ordinary business transactions. 


The silver men in Congress propose 


to renew the fight for remonetization 
early in the ensuirit; session. 
Blanc 


and others say that fufflcient time has 
elapsed since the passage of the re- 
peal bill to show that the monthly pur- 
chase of 4,600,000 ounces of silver by 
the government was not the cause 01 
the financial depression. The repeal 
act contracts the currency to the ex- 
tent of the treasury notes paid monthly 
for bullion and makes it more diffi- 
cult for people to pay their debts. No 
silver is being coined, the issue oi 
paper money is not being increased by 
the government aor the banks, and the 
only addition to the circulating me- 
dium is the amount of gold that is being 
coined at the mints. 
The country is 


virtually on a gold basis, and it is 
generally conceded that the financial 
depression will continue, though per- 
haps not so pronounced as it was lasl

coinage or by the issue of more gov- 
ernment notes. 


Congressman Bland says he has as- 


surances from a large number of Con- 
gressman who voted for the repeal bill 
that they will vote for a free coinage 
bill. He hopes to practically revive 
the coinage act of 1837, which was re- 
pealed by the demonetization act o: 
1873, 
and restore silver to its old stand 


ard. All see the absolute necessity o1 
increasing the circulating medium, and 
as the revenues of the Government are 
falling below the expenditures pro- 
vision will doubtless be made for coin- 
ing the bullion in the Treasury, but 11

RESTAtJRANT KKEPER MURDERED 


A San Francisco Cook Kill* His Em- 


ployer. 


SAN FBANOISOO, November 21.—James 


H. Smith, the proprietor of 
the 


Mechanics' Restaurant at 108 Berry 
street, was stabbed to death by Ernest 
Faure, a cook, who had been working 
for Smith a few days. It appears tha' 
the patrons of the restaurant all wantec 
baked potatoes lor supper, and their 
demands made Smith mad. He wem 
into the kitchen and scolded the cook 
because he had sent out tried potatoes 
to the boarders. The cook said he hac 
obeyed orders and Smith said he had 
not. 
The proprietor discharged the 


cook and made a threatening move- 
ment toward him. Faure retreated be- 
hind the range with a knife in hand 
and warned Smith not to hit him 
Finally the cook put the knife in his 
pocket and went up stairs, took off his 
apron, put on his coat and hat, anc 
came down again. Smith owed Faure 
$15 and the latter tried to collect it 
Smith swore at the cook and told him 
to come in the morning, and orderec 
him out. Out on the sidewalk the cook 
again demanded his money and Smith 
struck at him with his fist. The cook 
dodged the blow, drew his knife and 
stabbed Smith in the stomach. Smith 
fell to the sidewalk and Faure was im 
mediately arrested. While Dr. Berry 
was making an examination of the 
wounded man at the Receiving Hospi 
tal the patient died. Faure is a French 
man, 
about 30 years of age and came 


here recently from Los Angeles.

TELEGRAPHIC NOTES. 


SANTA BABBAEA, November 20.—The 


otter-hunting schooner Herman, which 
left San Francisco November 13th foi 
a fur-hunting cruise among the Japan 
and Pribilov islands, put in at this pori 
to-day. Captain Isaacson stated thai 
when the sailors were shipped in San 
Francisco they were nearly all drunk 
and a conversation with one of the 
sailors disclosed the fact that many of 
them were shanghaied. One of the 
latter, Felix Leoceur, became very sick 
and the captain, becoming somewhat 
frightened, left the favorable winds 
bearing him Japanward, and tried to 
regain the California coast, steering for 
Monterey. The winds were unfavor 
able, and he was driven to the south- 
east and forced to put in at this port 
Before he could reach here, however 
Lecoeur died. 


Leceeur stated before the fever struck 


him that he came from an aristocratic 
Kentucky family, his father being 
Frenchman and his mother a leading 
belle of Lexington, Ky. He claimec 
that his relatives held high official anc 
social'positions iri Kentucky and Mis 
souri, and requestc-d taat if he diec 
they be notified. 


Knight* of Labor Assembly. 


PHH.ADEPHIA, November 21.—The Gen 


eral Assembly, Knights of Labor, held 
a stormy session yesterday, and the lie 
was passed more than once between 
administration and anti-ad ministration 
delegates. General Master-Workman 
Powderly accused James A. Wright of 
giving away the secrets of the order. 
Wright denied the accusation vigor- 
ously. 
A resolution requesting the 


resignation of all the general officers 
was presented and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. The adminis- 
tration is still defiant. All are dis- 
turbed over the fact that their proceed- 
ings have been published despite the 
efforts to prevent it. 


MuHt Stand Trial. 


OAKLAND, November 21.—The four 


Supervisors who are charged with mal- 
feasance in office for having paid the 
bills of the Alameda Statesman and 
Argus for printing the county election 
proclamation •will have to stand trial. 
The demurrer to the sufficiency of the 
complaint has been overruled. The 
defendants asked that the trial be set 
for the earliest date possible, and they 
will be tried on Friday next, Judge 
Reynolds of Santa Clara sitting in the 
case. 


All Rebels to be Shot. 


CICDAD JUABEZ, Mex., November 21.— 


There is excitment here over reports 
from Palamos and Concepcion of fur- 
ther engagements between troops under 
Pierre Lopez and Pacheco and those of 
the Government under the command of 
the Colonel of the Ninth Cavalry. The 
country in which the revolutionists or 
bandits are operating is difficult of 
access.

shot to death "while trying to escape/'

THE MIDWIMTEE FAIR. 


S linnet City Growing a* if by Magic— 


The Nevada C'oinml»»loner» Select a 
Site for a Building—A Plan to Balse 
Fond 8. 


The California Midwinter Fair was a 


grand conception. The climate of San 
Francisco gives it advantages possessed 
by few other places in the United States 
for saoh an exposition. 
The site 


selected is in Golden Gate Park, 
which of itself has many attractions. 
Thousands 
are employed on 
the 


grounds, and a white city is springing 
up as if by magic in a hitherto un- 
frequented part of the great park, i 
Sandhills are being leveled, ravines are 
being filled up and imposing buildings 
are being erected on the grounds. Con- 
cessions for buildings and exhioits are 
being applied for daily and a city for 
which for beauty of design and grace- 
fulness 
of construction 
was never 


equaled west of Chicago is being con- 
structed. The- buildings are of wood 
and iron plastered with material tech- 
nically known as "staff." It looks like 
marble and it is said will withstand 
the weather for years, though it is in- 
tended to remove the building when 
the Fair closes. 


THE NEVADA BUILDING. 


S. P. Davis of the Carson Appeal and 


associates secured 80,000 square feet of 
ground in a desirable locality on the 
grounds. On this they propose to ex- 
hibit a "Western Mining Camp" which 
will be a faithful representation of 
early day life in Nevada. A newspaper 
with a characteristic name will be pub- 
lished in the camp describing the 
shooting and cutting affrays and other 
events of the day. There will be a 
quartz mine and reduction works on 
the ground. It is the intention also to 
have a theater or playhouse on the 
grounds which will be characteristic of 
the times, but in which first-class en- 
tertainments will be given. Adjoining 
the mining camp Messrs. Foley and 
Williams, on behalf of the State Agri- 
cultural Society, have secured 20,000 
square feet of ground for the Nevada 
building. The lumber for this build- 
ing, it is understood, will be furnished 
by Nevada mills, and shaped by Ne- 
vada mechanics. It must be erected at 
once, so that the exhibits can be ar- 
ranged in time for the opening of the 
exposition. 


Richard Foote, the noted tragedian, 


and bis company of artists, will come 
to Nevada and give two entertainments 
in each of the cities of Reno, Carson 
and Virginia, the proceeds to be given 
to the Nevada Midwinter Fair Commis- 
sion. 


THE FAIB. 


Many of the rich men of San Fran- 


cisco had no faith in the Midwinter 
Fair when the idea of holding it was 
first advanced. The newspapers advo- 
cated it, however, and business men 
became interested and contributed in 
proportion to their means to make it a 
success. Now that the success of the 
enterprise is assured money is being 
:ontributed more freely and capital- 
ists are loosening their purse strings, 
The several counties in California have 
not yet commenced building, though 
some of them have secured sites and 
let contracts. The opinion is there- 
fore prevalent in San Francisco that 
the grounds will not be in order and 
that the exhibits will not be arranged 
by New Year's Day, which is the time 
named for the formal opening of the 
Fair. 
Wonders, however, are being 


achieved in the building line. The 
writer of this visited the grounds on 
Saturday and Sunday and the progress 
made in a day was surprising. Hun- 
dreds of mechanics and swarms of 
laborers are at work steadily. Teams 
are moving earth from the hills to the 
valleys. The different nationalties have 
men at work on their buildings and 
many of them will have the exteriors 
completed in a week, so that when 
rains set in they can work inside. Last 
Sunday at least 20,000 people visited 
the grounds, and the various driveways 
and walks were densely thronged -Irom 
morning till night All the str «3t rail- 
ways to the park were tax»I to then* 
utmost capacity to accommodate the 
travel, and their ability to do so when 
the Fair opens is questioned.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


How Did 
Kurope Get Her Immense 


Mortgage on Tlila Country t 


From 1843 to June 30th, 1892, as per 


United States statistical abstract, the 
total value of exported merchandise 
was $21,475,082,721, and the value of im- 
ported 
merchandise for the same 


period was $21,071,734,804, which left a 
balance of trade in favor of the United 
States of $403,34.7,917. During the same 
period the excess over imports of pre- 
cious metals waa $1,283,412,742, making 
a total balance in favor of the United 
States of $1,786,760,559. Prior to 1843 
the balance of trade, if against the 
United States, could not have exceeded 
$600,000,000,which would leave an appar- 
ent balance in our favor of at least 
$1,000,000,000. 
With this showing, it 


looks rather peculiar that European 
bondholders should hold liens against 
the property of this country amount- 
ing to more than $5,000,000,000. But 
the financial question is supposed to 
be too deep for ordinary mortals to com- 
prehend, and its management in 
Europe, has been turned over to the 
Rothschilds. While in this country, 
Rothschild's agents, who are the steer- 
ing committee of the New York, Boston 
and Philidelphia banks, have full con- 
trol, and the above peculiar result has 
been attained. 


The people of this country often see 


such items as these in telegraphic news. 
"An English syndicate has purchased 
$1,500,000 of the Cherokee Strip bonds; 
$1,000,000 ol" St. Louis bonds have just 
been sold in London. 
An English 


syndicate recently purchased the best 
mine in Arizona, paying $1,500,000. An 
English syndicate has purchased 30,- 
000 acres of land near Los Angeles. A 
London firm is negotiating for $2,000,- 
000 city of Boston bonds. A European 
syndicate has purchased nearly all of 
the large breweries. German capital- 
ists are absorbing an enormous amount 
of railroad bonds. 
British gold is 


largely invested in corporations located 
in the United States." 


Now in spite of all these properties 


and securities which the Europeans 
keep absorbing, and in spite of the fact 
that since the formation of our govern- 
ment the balance of trade has been in our 
favor, we keep exporting more specie 
than we import, and at the same time 
we keep increasing our obligations to 
Europe. 


It is the opinion of a great many 


people that the only reason that can be 
given for this peculiar condition of 
affairs is that the European money 
sharks, by some hook or crook, prob- 
ably both, obtained large amounts of 
bonds at a fraction of their value, and 
by reinvesting the interest and con- 
troling our cuerency laws, have suc- 
ceeded in getting us in a fix. 


If some prosperity howler can give 


a more logical reason as to how Europe 
has been enabled to acquire so many 
American securities, he will confer a 
favor on a great many Populists by 
giving them the benefit of his knowl- 
edge.

Tarlotu Methods Employed For Trying tbe 


Sight of EnglUb Railway Employee*. 
Made Nece»iary by tbe Great Derelop- 
ment In Railway Operation. 
One of tbe many qualities that require 


to be possessed by candidates for foot- 
plate honors is good sight. In fact it is 
the principal one on British railways. 
No sight aids of any description are al- 
lowed to be -worn, and before being 
promoted the men must be able to pasa 
Batisfactorily a test which, with differ- 
ent companies, varies in severity. Some 
companies test periodically, while others 
only do so when the men are promoted 
o firing and driving, or when some ac- 
lent occurs through a signal having been 
mistaken or passed at danger. 


In justice, therefore, to the traveling 
rablic, as well as for their own interests, 
t is the duty of railway companies to 
see that the men they place in such re- 
sponsible positions are thoroughly com- 
petent, as the speed at which trains are 
iow run requires acnteness of vision. 


In the early days of railway enterprise, 


;he train was often preceded by a man on 
'oot—sometimes on horseback—whose 
duty it was to see the line clear, but 
with the rapid developments made in lo- 
comotive engineering it was soon found 
necessary to dispense with this ''heraid," 
and in due course fixed signals were 
placed along the route. 


Thus the responsibility of seeing the 


position of signals nnd attending to them 
was placed upon the men in charge of j 
she train—viz, driver, 
fireman 
and I 


guard—for the latter in the event of an 
iccident must be able fo state whether i 
the signal was clear or not, and his sight 
(alao that of shunters and signalmen) is 
subjected to tbe same test as that of the 
locomotive men. 


Various methods of testing have been 


resorted to, but the one which for a con- 
siderable period was used by railway 
companies, and which the men still mot,t 
approve of, was testing by means of flags 
and lamps. The candidate was taken to 
a nico straight stretch, and another party 
with the flags (red, green and white) by 
day and lamp by night was sent forward 
about COO yards and exposed the signals, 
which the candidate was required to 
name to the foreman or inspector pres- 
ent. 


Some officials, however, do not approve 


of tho candidate naming the colors, and 
in such cases what is known as the "wool 
test" has to bo gone through. This con- 
sists of a bun'lle of various colored wools 
from which the candidate nrast pick out 
pieces he thinks correspond to skeins 
which are given him to match. In some 
companies the skeins are bimply hang 
on a bar and the candidate afeked to 
point out the danger colors, etc , with- 
out naming them, but aa there are van- 
otis kinds of color bliiidne&s, it is rnuch 
better to nso other colora as well as 
those in daily use on the line. Un- 
doubtedly this is the correct method for 
testing color blindness if properly con- 
ducted. 


But the method which at tho present 


time seems most popular is what is 
known as tho "card test." This is a 
piece of cardboard about 5-f inches by 5£ 
inches. In each of the four corners are 
the colors, red, green, blue and yellow, 
all very bright, while the space left be- 
tween, about two inchea, is divided into 
squares one-fifth of an inch, which at a 
distance of 15 feet corresponds to a bulls- 
eye 3 feet square 600 yards away. The 
candidate stands 15 feet from the card 
and names the colors as they are pointed 
out, also counts the number of black- 
ened squares, which are varied in num- 
ber by covering up some with a piece of 
paper. 


Each eye is examined separately, both 


as to color sense and form, care being 
taken that the tmused eye is simply cov- 
ered and not pressed upon, as this causes 
irritation of both members. 
Having 


named the colors and counted the spots 
correctly, the candidate may congratu- 
late himself that he has passed. 


Generally speaking, the sight should 


be tested once every three or four years, 
as during that period accident or disease 
may have impaired the vision, while 
habitual smoker;) ~V ' 1 be tested much 
oftener, as it V - t< . . ascertained that 
tobacco sin""- 
. .1 a deleterious effect 


on theeig)''. 


As yet railway companies have not 


adopted a hard and fast test. Each has 
its own method, but as so many precious 
lives are intrusted to engine drivers and 
their mates, an exhaustive test should be 
made. 
Strictly speaking three tests 


should be gone through: 1. Wool test, 
to detect color blindness. 2. Object test, 
squares or small letters, for form. 8. 
Tested in darkened room with lamp for 
color ignorance, as it is important that 
the candidate should be able to name 
the colors. The lamp, having been light- 
ed, is placed on a table, while the candi- 
date stands about 20 feet off. A piece 
of cardboard with a hole about half an 
inch in diameter is placed over the face 
of tbe lamp, and various colored glasses 
passed in front, which the candidate 
should name, remarking whether lighter 
or darker than the previous one of the 
same colored group.—London Tit-Bita

Tlio classes are arranged something 
ftet tbe following order: Htul scrap, 
os. 1, £, 8, 4, 5 and 6, at prices ranging 
roin ijfiS a ton down; wrought iron, 
Vos 1, 3, 3 and 4; cast iron, Nos. 1. 2, 3 
aud 4. Even borings are taken into ac- 
ount, brass borings being credited at 
eight cents per pound and brass scrap 
and copper at twelve. 


This material is shipped to division 


leadquarters when a carload has accu- 
mulated. Here it is disposed of by the 
itorekeeper on order of his chief, being 
ihipped in carloads to big dealers in old 
metals in large cities. Much of it goes to 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati and such points. 
Orders for as high as 500,000 pounds of 
one kind of material aro occasionally re- 
ceived from single firms. Most of the 
secondhand material is used over again 


the shops, but it is previou&Iy takpn
